Kan., April 4—In an ef¬ 
fort to prevent fnlted States revenue 
nRents from InfrliiRlTiK upon ll.o Kiin- 
sns Iione dry laws, .Mr. Roland 
I.'oynton, Attorney-Oeiiernl of tlie 
Slate, has iu)'’eiiled lo W aslilnyton 
for cooperation In maIntalnliiR the 
State’s rlRlits. f'lrenlars from the 
federal revenue department Indicated 
that persons selllnR lieer In dry states, 
whether IcRal or not. must pay the 
federal license fees. It was this rullmt 
that stirred Mr. Iloynton to protest 
llcetisliiR any heer peddler In Kansas. 

ills letter aildressed to .Mr. David 
Iliirnet. commissioner of Internal nev- 
enue tii Washlnirtoa. contained ex¬ 
cerpts from the Kansas hone dry law, 
which prohibits under heavy pennllles 
manufacture, sale or jsissesslon of any 
IntoxIcntlnR llauor. 

Numerous decisions of the State 
Supreme Cottrt sustain the proposi¬ 
tion that ,3.2 per cent heer la lllcRal. 
Mr. Iloynton pointed out that the new 
federal law prohibited transportation 
of >3.2 per cent beer Into states where 
the sale of the brew wan prohibited 
by state law, and that .selllnR beer to 
Kansas would handleap and compli¬ 
cate local enforcement. 

Mr. Iloynton haa requested the 
three ferleral Judaea In Kansas that 
no temporary restralnlns order be 
aranted to permit the sale of 3.2 per 
cent beer In Kansas without alvlna 
the Kansas officials a chance to be 
heard. lie stated that It had been 
called to his attention that an appli¬ 
cation for a federal Injunction to 
ker'p the state officials from Inter, 
ferina with the sale of the beer nilaht 
be made. .Before an Injunction Is 
Issued, the State would be alven a 
chance to he heard. Mr. Iloynton ex¬ 
plained. but temimrary restralnlna 
orders are often Issued without the 
defendants belna In court or havina 
an opportunity to protest.

Thomas Jefferson 


I .\prll l.'ltb. Is the lOOth anniversary 
I of Thomas Ji.rferson, the far-sighted 
jl'oiniclal phlloso|)hcr who fonniled the 
Democratic liarty, .set out (hose prln- 
< iplcs which arc to-day being applied 
by another greal Dcinocralle states¬ 
man in an effort to heal a sirickeii 
world. 

Jcffersipii had a steadfsal faith in 
lh(. composlle Judgement of Ihe iieople. 
.Special lalvllegc, Ihe eonci.iUration of 
power in hanils of a few he regerded 
ns re|aignan(. He was the first tower¬ 
ing statesman on this continent who 
lifted his voice in behalf of the “man 
of no imisirtani.e," chamidomsl the 
. ansc of the Inarllcalate. uninfinciitlal 
cKlzenshlp. 

Illstorv reiieated itself ns in an 
laair of national travail 190 years 
after the birth of Jefferson there was 
raised u|) by di'stiny in this nation 
In Franklin D. Roosevelt another 
great Democrat, who embraced In 
their entreaty the political tenets of 
the founder of the Deinoeratle party. 
His plea for the “forgotten man" was 
but a re-echo through the corridors of 
time of the Insistent championing by 
Jefferson of "Ihe man of no Im¬ 
portance.” 

Special privilege Is being sconrgeil 
fnan the capital of the country ns 
there again becomes n'gnant in the 
nation the Ideals of Jeffersonian 
justice. Judgement of the founder of 
the DenuH-rallc party Is tmlnv being 
vlmllcated ns the is.litlcal phlIosoi>h.v 
he voiced mon. than a century ago Is 
again proving Its effectiveness In re¬ 
storing a nation that for too long a 
Iteriod departed from his conceitts of 
•govermnent. 

So, it Is fitting. Indeed, that on this, 
the natal day of Jefferson, we pat 
tribute to his wisdom, acknowledge 
our obligation to this superb states¬ 
man. to whom we are eternally 
dehted. The bill of rights nppendW 
to the constitution of the Unlte,^ 
States has through the intervening 
years guaranteed us sacred liberties. 
Freedom of the press was there es¬ 
tablished at his Insistence ns a funda¬ 
mental prlncli)le. Thi' amendment 
which specifies that "Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establish¬ 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof." has held relig¬ 
ious Intolerance In check, maintained 
forever separate the church and state. 

Jefferson realized that the form of 
government which he irherlshed, 
founded upon faith in the people to 
reach valid conclusions on matters of 
governmental fstllcy, could not be sua- 
taineillf there be suppression of the 
[iress. destruction of the right to dls- 
eu.ss critically ptlbllc questions. He 
once wrote "if left to me to decide 

TAX SETTLE.MENTS 

Frankfort, Ky, Al'rll 8—A letter 
has been sent to all sheriffs la the 
slate by Governor Ruby Laffoou In¬ 
forming (hem that they have until 
July loth, to make their settlement 
with State .Auditor Dan 3’albott and 
get their (piletus. 

A suit was recently brought at 
direction ufGovernor Laffoon to con¬ 
strue the statute under which the 
Governor Is given authority to extend 
the date for payment of taxes before 
penalty for nou-iiayment Is adde^. 
The Court ut Apiieals held that the 
date of sheriffs settlements should be 
advanced beyond June 1st, the reg¬ 
ularly siteclfled date, the same ex¬ 
tension being given sheriffs ns was 
grunted taxpayers. 

Before sheriff settlements are made 
the official Is reiinlred to conduct a 
delinquent tux sale. The law sika- 
Ifles that the saU‘ be held on county 
court day, and that the itroiH-rty to be 
sold be advertised once a week foi* 
four consecutive wcH'ks in a newspaian- 
within the county. 

Tax payment extension dates were 
udvnnced, said Governor I.affoon, be¬ 
cause the banking situation had in 
many instances tied up funds of tax- 
luiyers. In some cases tax money eol- 
lectcsl hy sheriffs Is held In batiks now 
operating under restricted withdraw¬ 
als. This condition made the mux- 
Imniu leniency isjsslblo appear desir¬ 
able. There can be no further exten¬ 
sion because it would carry the sher¬ 
iffs settlement too far Into the next 
fiscal year, result In complications.

During 1933 It Is estimated that taxes 
will lake at least 30 per cent of the 
national Income. 

3’hl8 is ns serious an ecomanle 
problem as we have ever faced. Thert“ 
has been, on the one hand, an un- 
prer-edented collaiise In Incomes and 
values—on the other, an unprecedent¬ 
ed orgy of government spending and 
ludebtuess. Until taxes are reduced, 
there can be no recovery—unless taxes 
are reduced we face a bleak future.—

A few cents spent In the sitrlug for 
flower seed will add to the attractive¬ 
ness of the home surroundings 
throughout the summer. N. R. Elliott, 
exteiislon litndscape specialist for the 
College of Agriculture, University of 
Kentueky. offers the following list of 
annuals that are easy to grow and 
that will provide flowers to cut and 
at the same time en lance the beauty 
of the yard and flower garden: 

Zinnias—tall, various colors. 

Zinnias—lilllput, mixed colors. 

Marigolds—dwarf French. 

Climbing nasturtiums—if planted at 
once.
